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Welfare  milks  deal  fails  again 


Negotiations  over  welfare  milk 
tees  have  reached  an  impasse 
following  the  Department  of 
Health's  refusal  to  come  back 
with  an  acceptable  offer. 

Altera  recent  meeting  with  the 
Department,  the  Pharmaceutical 
Services  Negotiating  Committee 
has  rejected  a  new  offer  which 
adds  only  "infinitesimally"  to  the 
fee  deal  put  forward  at  the  end  of 
October. 

This  is  understood  to  offer 
pharmacists  just  30p  over  cost 
price  and  has  been  described  by 


PSNC  at  the  last  negotiati 
round  as  "insulting", 

PSNC  financial  executive  God- 
frey Horridge  notes  frustration 
and  extreme  disappointment  at 
the  Department's  failure  to  make 
contractors  a  realistic  offer. 

The  offer  as  it  stands  under- 
values the  contribution  of  the 
pharmacist  and  neglects  the 
potential  stock  cost  and  admin- 
istrative savings  that  pharmacy 
based  schemes  can  offer,  he  says. 
"We  have  tried  to  emphasise  to 
the  Doll  the  value  to  mothers  of 


the  professional  advice  that  a 
pharmacist  offers." 

PSNC  has  vowed  to  keep  up  the 
battle  and  has  arranged  a  further 
meeting  with  the  under  secretary 
ot  stale  lor  health  in  January. 
However,  Mr  Horridge  is  not 
confident  ol  there  beinga  positive 
outcome. 

"As  it  stands,  both  parties  are 
miles  apart,"  says  one  observer. 
Negotiations  will  probably  end  up 
with  a  take  it  or  leave  it' 
situation,  believes  Martin 
Bennett,  Sheffield  LPC  chairman. 


Nl  pharmacists  close  to 
script  season  ticket  deal? 


Pharmacists  in  Northern  Ireland 
could  soon  be  paid  lor  selling 
prescription  season  tickets,  after 
long  negotiations  between  the 
Department  of  Health  and  the 
Pharmacy  Contractors  Committee. 

Year-long  discussions  have 
finally  resulted  in  proposals  for  a 
scheme  under  which  participating 
pharmacists  would  'reimburse' 
the  Central  Sen'ices  Agency  for 
pre-payment  certificates  sold,  in 
the  form  of  a  monthly  pay 
deduction.  Any  unsold  forms 
could  then  he  credited  to  the 
contractor's  next  pay  settlement. 

Although  both  sides  agree  on 
the  benefit  to  the  patient  and  to 
the  CSA  of  switching  season

'Pharmacy  week  —  ask  your 
pharmacist  about  medicines'  is 
the  slogan  for  community  pharm- 
acy's first  national  awareness 
week,  which  will  get  a  celebrity 
launch  at  the  House  of  Commons 
on  June  22.

PCC  secretary  Thus  O'Rourke  is 
confident  of  a  positive  result. 

But  Denis  O'Hara.  deputy 
principal  of  general  dental  anil 
pharmaceutical  services  at  the 
Management  Executive,  says  that 
there  is  no  additional  money  to 
remunerate  pharmacists  for  such 
a  service.  Even  if  there  was,  "the 
Department  would  not  see  this  as 


a  priority  for  funding ".  Pharma- 
cists should,  perhaps,  consider 
the  value  of  the  service  to  the 
patient  above  remuneration,  he 
ventures. 

If  funding  cannot  he  found, 
contractors  may  he  called  upon  to 
boycott  scheme  participation. 
•  The  PCC  is  to  seek  an  updated 
and  more  realistic  payment  for 
on-call  services  in  Belfast. 

Currently,  pharmacists  receive 
£9  tor  the  service  —  "a  derisory 
sum",  says  Mr  O'Rourke.  Although 
he  hopes  talks  will  centre  on  a 
live-told  increase  in  reimburse- 
ment, the  PCC  is  also  seeking  a 
package  of  measures  to  bolster 
the  service,  including  bleepers  for 
those  on-call  and  increased 
advertising  for  the  sen'ice.

Doctors  qet  leave  for  Clothier 


review 


Humberside  dispensing  doctors 
have  succeeded  in  obtaining  leave 
for  a  judicial  review  of  the 
Clothier  Regulations  —  but  not 
of  the  prejudice  'loophole'. 

Under  regulation  4  of  the  NHS 
(Pharmaceutical  Services)  Reg- 
ulations 1992,  further  pharmacy 
applications  by  a  pharmacist 
already  on  a  health  authority's 
pharmaceutical  list  do  not  have 
to  be  considered  for  prejudice  to 
existing  medical  services.  Nor  do 
doctors  have  to  be  consulted  on 
the  issue  of  a  proposed 
pharmacy's  necessity  nor  of  its 
desirability. 

Dispensing  doctors  Moore, 
Marsden  &  Robinson  of  Holme- 
on-Spalding  Moor,  Humberside, 


applied  for  a  judicial  review  of  the 
regulations  on  the  grounds  that 
doctors  should  have  the  right  to 
be  consulted  on  this  latter  issue 
(C&D November  19,  p812).  Their 
application  was  turned  down,  but 
subsequently  overturned  by  the 
Court  of  Appeal  on  December  19. 

Appeal  court  judge  Lord 
Justice  Leggett  said  that,  for  the 
purposes  of  the  application  for 
judicial  review,  subsequent  reg- 
ulations do  require  the  authority 
to  have  "regard  to  any  in- 
formation available  to  the  FHSA, 
which,  in  its  opinion,  is  relevant 
to  the  consideration  of  the 
application". 

This  requirement  was  man- 
datory and,  as  such,  an  interim 


injunction  was  granted  res- 
training Humberside  FHSA  from 
considering  pharmacy  applica- 
tions without  taking  into  account 
doctors'  representation. 

But  the  FHSA's  senior  ad- 
ministrator, Paul  Bulmer,  bel- 
ieves the  doctors  have  achieved  a 
"hollow  victory"  as  they  have  no 
right  of  appeal  against  the  FHSA's 
final  decision.  Neither  does  the 
action  address  the  issue  of 
prejudice,  he  says. 

For  its  part,  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Services  Negotiating 
Committee  doubts  whether  local 
doctors'  representations  would 
be  relevant  to  the  issue  for  a 
decision  to  be  made  under 
regulation  4. 


Essex  pilots 
home  care 
training 

Essex  pharmacies  could  receive 
payment  for  training  home 
carers,  pending  a  successful  end 
to  a  new  pilot. 

Beginning  next  month,  the 
pilot  aims  to  train  40  home  carers 
on  medicine  administration 
guidelines.  Once  the  impact  of 
the  training  has  been  evaluated,  it 
is  hoped  that  remuneration  will 
be  forthcoming  and  the  project 
extended  countywide. 

Essex  is  believed  to  have  more 
than  1,000  home  carers. 
•  Essex  LPC  has  completed  a 
survey  of  non-contract  phar- 
macies. Out  of  seven  non- 
contract  pharmacies,  four  are 
sending  prescriptions  to  another 
pharmacy  for  dispensing.  LPC 
secretary  John  Stanley  says  the 
problem  is  particularly  bad  in 
Upper  Essex. 


Label  status  quo 

The  Government  intends  to 
await  proposals  by  the 
European  Commission  before 
introducing  any  new  warning 
labels  on  medicinal  drugs, 
Tom  Sackville,  junior  health 
minister,  told  the  Commons 
on  Tuesday. 

Generic  help 

To  help  pharmacists  in  their 
formulary  discussions  with 
GPs,  the  NPA  has  published  a 
list  of  drugs  which,  ideally, 
should  be  prescribed  by 
brand. 

Price  Calculator 

The  NPA  has  produced  a  new, 
user-friendly  version  of  its 
Price  Calculator,  offering 
alphabetical  product  listings, 
plus  more  generic  P  and  GSL 
products  and,  for  the  first 
time,  POM  generic  tablets  and 
capsules  listed  in  Category  A 
of  the  Drug  Tariff.

Cash  bonus  for  asthma 
pharmacists 


Community  pharmacists  in  the 
South  West  are  to  receive  cash 
incentives  for  asthma  training. 

Some  £30,000  has  been 
provided  by  the  Cornwall  and 
Isles  of  Scilly  District  and  Family 
Health  Authorities,  out  of 
£350,000  earmarked  for  asthma 
projects. 

The  local  pharmaceutical 
committee  has  opted  to  use  the 
money  for  one-off  payments  on 
completion  of  the  course. 
Payment  will  be  dependent  on  the 
number  of  pharmacists  signing 
up;  in  the  first  round,  50-60  are 
expected  to  enroll,  says  Mary 
Wbite,  FHSA  asthma  facilitator. 

Pharmacists  will  attend  an 
initial  training  evening  during 
January  and  February  where  they 
will  be  assessed  for  their  ability  to 
demonstrate    inhaler  devices. 


Training  will  be  given  on  the 
clinical  side  of  asthma,  spotting 
poor  control,  peak  flow  mon- 
itoring and  the  importance  of  the 
pharmacist's  role. 

Participants  must  then  com- 
plete the  Centre  for  Pharmacy 
Postgraduate  Education  asthma 
distance  learning  pack  within  two 
months,  and  pass  a  further 
inhaler  demonstration  assess- 
ment, this  time  conducted  in  the 
pharmacy.  Only  then  will 
payment  be  made  and  a 
completion  certificate  finally 
be  issued. 

Pharmacists  will  also  be  given 
GP  referral  books  specifically  for 
asthmatic  patients  which  will  be 
checked  and  their  recomm- 
endations audited  to  determine 
the  impact  of  pharmacist 
intervention. 


Pharmacists 
advise 
industry 

Five  pharmacists  have  formed  an 
advisory  group  to  let  companies 
know  what  pharmacists  need 
from  industry. 

Board  member  Peter  Marshall, 
a  community  pharmacist  from 
Skipton,  told  C&D  that  the  group 
hoped  to  put  pharmacists'  views 
to  marketing  people  and  to 
encourage  user-friendly  training 
materials,  particularly  for  POM  to 
P  switched  medicines. 

"We  would  like  to  be  able  to  vet 
such  materials  at  an  early  stage  as 
pharmacists  often  complain  they 
don't  get  the  right  information 
from  the  industry,"  he  said. 

The  first  step  has  been  to 
produce  a  protocol  for  the 
treatment  of  vaginal  candidiasis, 
based  on  the  Royal  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  recom- 
mendations. Available  from  the 
Pharmacy  Advisory  Board,  care  of 
sponsor  Bayer  the  first 
company  to  be  involved  —  the 
protocol  is  presented  in  a  suitable 
format  for  storing  in  a  busy 
pharmacy. 

Other  board  members  are 
Andrew  Dickie  from  Glasgow. 
Clive  Edwards  from  Newcastle, 
Dennis  Gore  from  Manchester 
and  Peter  Whittaker  from 
Taunton. 

PGEU  aims 
for  European 
unity 

Common  standards  for  good 
pharmacy  practice  across  Europe 
is  the  aim  of  a  new  guidance 
document  from  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Group  of  the  European 
Union. 

The  Guidelines  for  Good 
Pharmacy  Practice  in  Europe  aim 
to  provide  a  common  standard  for 
all  EU  member  community 
pharmacists. 

Based  on  the  International 
Pharmaceutical  Federation's 
Good  Pharmacy  Practice  frame- 
work, the  document  outlines 
standards  for  practice  elements, 
such  as  supply  and  the  use  of 
medicines,  encouraging  rational 
prescribing  and  introducing 
self-care  and  health  promotion 
activities. 

General  guidelines  on  the 
provision  of  patient  information, 
standards  of  pharmacy  premises 
and  facilities,  and  continuing 
education  and  self-audit  for 
pharmacists  and  support  staff  is 
also  provided. 

PGEU  will  be  setting  max- 
imum timescales  for  national 
pharmacy  organisations  to  im- 
plement'  the  GPP's  recomm- 
endations, varying  from  2-12 
years,  depending  on  individual 
practice  elements.

New  year  medicine 
labelling  regulations 


Regulations  coming  into  effect 
on  January  1,  1995  specify 
labelling  requirements  for  med- 
icines when  dispensed  or  sold 
retail. 

The  container,  or  immediate 
outer  packaging  of  a  dispensed 
medicine,  must  carry  the  name  of 
the  patient,  the  name  and  address 
of  the  person  making  the  supply, 
the  date  of  dispensing  and  the 
following  details  if  requested  by 
the  practitioner:  the  name  of  the 
product,  or  its  common  name, 
directions  for  use  and  any 
necessary  precautions. 

Pharmacists  have  the  power  to 
give    details    they    feel  are 


appropriate,  if  they  believe  those 
requested  by  the  prescriber  are 
inappropriate  and  the  prac- 
titioner cannot  be  contacted. 

The  requirements  form  part  of 
the  Medicines  for  Human  Use 
(Marketing  Authorisations,  etc) 
Regulations  1994  (SI  1994  No 
3144;  HMSO,  £4.15).  The  reg- 
ulations stipulate  that  no  med- 
icinal product  for  human  use, 
which  is  subject  to  the  relevant 
Community  provisions,  may  be 
placed  on  the  UK  market  unless 
a  marketing  authorisation  has 
been  granted  by  the  European 
Commission  or  the  national 
licensing  authority. 


Part-time  workers  given 
new  employment  rights 


From  January  1.  part-time 
workers  will  be  given  the  same 
compensation  rights  for  redun- 
dancy and  unfair  dismissal  as 
full-timers. 

The  House  of  Lords'  ruling 
follows  a  case  brought  by  the 
Equal  Opportunities  Commission, 
which  argued  that  disadvantages 
in  employment  law  to  the  part- 
time  workforce  was  indirectly 
discriminatory  to  women. 

Part-timers  working  between 
eight  and  16  hours  per  week  can 
now  claim  redundancy  com- 
pensation after  two  years' 
continuous  service  instead  of 
five  as  previously. 

Frances  Brown,  employment 
law  advisor  at  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association,  says: 
"The  ruling  will  not  radically 


change  employment  patterns, 
but  some  of  the  advantages  of 
part-timers  [to  employers]  will  be 
gone." 

Redundancies  are  more  likely 
in  the  current  economic  climate 
and  the  ruling  could  cause 
financial  problems  for  employers, 
she  adds.  But  she  believes  employ- 
ers will  not  be  discouraged  from 
taking  on  part-time  staff. 

"Part-timers  often  provide 
flexibility  for  holiday  cover  and 
also  provide  some  of  the  benefits 
of  job  sharing,"  she  says. 

Confusion  over  the  definition 
of  part-timer  workers  (in  terms  of 
working  hours)  means  that 
employers  may  have  staff  work- 
ing over  16  hours,  who  are 
already  entitled  to  full-time 
employment  rights. 


Lib  Dem  MP  speaks  out  on 
behalf  of  pharmacy 


Matthew  Taylor,  Liberal  Demo- 
crat MP  for  Truro,  has  spoken  out 
about  the  plight  of  small  phar- 
macies, following  a  meeting  with 
PSNC  representatives. 

Mr  Taylor  warned  readers  of 
Devon's  Herald  Express  that 
pharmacies  face  closure  because 
the  Government  has  adandoned 
the  allowance  for  those  dispens- 
ing less  than  1,500  items  a  month. 

"The  effect  of  ceasing  the 


professional  allowance  payment 
would  be  devastating  for  these 
small  chemists,  services  would  be 
cut  and  some  would  be  forced  to 
close  altogether.  The  prospect  of 
these  lost  services  is  too  high  a 
price  to  pay,"  he  says. 

According  to  the  PSNC,  840 
pharmacies  in  England  dispense 
under  1,500  items  per  month, 
and  do  not  receive  the  Essential 
Small  Pharmacy  Allowance. 


Broken  bulk  —  the 
sfefimotawe  answer? 

In  response  to  Bill  Johnson's 
query  regarding  broken  bulk 
claims  (Letters  December  10) 
may  I  give  the  following 
information. 

All  drugs,  appliances  and 
chemical  reagents  can  be  the 
subject  of  a  broken  bulk  claim. 
The  exceptions  are  items 
supplied  in  a  special  container 
and  stoma/incontinence 
appliances  in  Parts  1XB  and  IXC 
of  the  Drug  Tariff. 

The  clause  11  broken  bulk 
regulation  is  to  try  and  ensure 
that  community  pharmacists  are 
not  out  of  pocket  when  required 
to  supply  a  product  against  a 
prescription.  This  must  be  a 
product  that  is  not  regularly 
used  and  where  the  remainder 
would  not  be  disposed  of  readily. 

When  broken  bulk  claims  are 
made,  chemist  contractors  are 
paid  for  the  entire  contents  of 
the  container  provided  that  they 
have  purchased  the  minimum 
quantity  that  is  available.  If, 
during  the  next  six  months, 
further  scripts  for  the  product 
are  submitted  for  payment  only, 
the  professional  fee  is  paid,  plus 
a  container  fee,  except  for 
Scotland.  The  Prescription 
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Pricing  Authority  will  assume 
that  these  dispensings  have  been 
made  from  the  pack  that  you 
have  already  been  paid  for. 

Should  you  use  up  the  full 
pack  before  six  months  have 
passed,  a  further  claim  for 
broken  bulk  on  the  new  pack 
will  be  accepted. 

The  two-thirds  rule  is  the  way 
in  which  the  PPA  has 
interpreted  the  phrase  'cannot 
readily  dispose  of.  Should  a 
pharmacy  use  more  than 
two-thirds  of  a  container  of  a 
product  that  is  being  broken 
bulked,  in  the  previous  month, 
the  PPA  will  deem  that  it  is  a 
product  that  can  be  readily 
disposed  of  and  will  only  pay  for 
the  quantity  used.  It  will  not  pay 
for  the  quantity  left. 

The  Park  Endorsement 
System,  together  with  the 
Automatic  Monthly  Usage 
Report,  takes  into  account  the 
previous  month's  usage  so  that 
wrong  claims  are  not  made 
when  the  automatic  broken  bulk 
claim  is  activated,  and  the 
ingredient  costs  will  remain 
accurate.

Your  report  on  the  use  of 
Patient  Medication  Record 
systems  in  counselling  areas 
(Business  Profile  December  10) 
consolidates  the  experiences  of 
pharmacists  using  the 
Mawdsleys  Pharmacy  Computer 
System  where  multi-user 
options,  such  as  additional 
terminals,  have  been  available 
for  some  years. 

Pharmacists  able  to  access 
patient  records  while 
counselling  patients  find  the 
immediate  availability  of 
information  an  invaluable  aid  in 
giving  advice  to  patients.

Broken  bulk:  JRC 
explains  ... 

The  letter  from  Bill  Johnson 
(C&D  December  10)  contains 
statements  about  JRC  systems 


that  are  misleading.  I  would  like 
to  assure  our  customers  that 
JRC  systems  conform  to  the 
Drug  Tariff.  Taking  the  two 
points  raised  by  Mr  Johnson: 

•  further  broken  bulk  claims 
are  allowed,  subject  to  normal 
Tariff  requirements,  within  the 
next  six  months.  If  changes  in 
usage,  new  smaller  pack  sizes, 
etc  are  introduced  during  the 
six  months,  a  claim  will  run. 
This  can  prevent  another  claim 
being  accepted  when  the 
balance  is  used  up,  because 
every  claim  is  assessed 
individually. 

•  the  Drug  Tariff  Part  II,  clause 
11B  states:  "(the  contractor] 
cannot  readily  dispose  of  the 
remainder".  The  'two-thirds' 
rule  is  part  of  the  method  used 
by  the  Prescriptions  Pricing 
Authority  to  check  a  product  is 
infrequently  used.  It  applies  to 
the  current  month  and  not  the 
previous,  ie  the  batch  in  which 
the  claim  is  submitted. 

For  some  products  broken 
bulk  can  be  complex  and,  if  any 
of  our  customers  want  further 
information,  our  helpline  staff 
will  be  happy  to  give  assistance.

John  Richardson  Computers 
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Paracetamol 
sales  on  IPU 
agenda 

The  Irish  Pharmaceutical  Union 
is  to  consider  restricting  phar- 
macy sales  of  paracetamol  at  its 
next  community  proprietors 
meeting. 

The  IPU  has  placed  the  topic  on 
the  agenda  after  receiving  a  letter 
from  a  group  of  Tullamore 
pharmacists.  In  it  they  outlined 
their  intention  to  restrict  sales  of 
paracetamol-containing  products 
in  their  pharmacies  to  a 
maximum  pack  size  of  24  —  the 
current  GSL  upper  limit. 
Quantities  in  excess  of  this 
should  be  available  only  on 
prescription,  they  said. 

The  group  slammed  recent 
National  Drugs  Advisory  Board 
recommendations  on  paracet- 
amol sales  through  pharmacy  as 
"inadequate  in  combating  both 
the  ever-increasing  number  of 
deaths  and  the  alarming  rise  in 
liver  damage. 

"As  a  dose  of  .'50  500mg  tablets 
is  thought  to  be  lethal  in  healthy 
adults,  we  believe  restricting  pack 
sizes  to  50  tablets  is  pointless." 

These  measures  should  be  the 
start  of  a  co-ordinated  effort  by 
community  pharmacists  on  a 
national  level,  said  the  group. 

DoH  health 

statistics 
'massaged' 

Department  of  Health  statistics 
on  successful  NHS  reforms  have- 
been  "massaged",  according  to 
The  Independent  newspaper. 

A  report  by  the  Radical  Statis- 
tics health  group  quoted  in  the 
paper  says  the  claims  use  statis- 
tics in  a  "misleading"  way. 

The  Government  says: 

•  NHS  spending  has  risen  from 
£7  billion  to  £37bn.  a  64  per  cent 
increase.  Radical  Statistics  states 
that  the  figures  are  in  cash  terms, 
while  the  increase  is  in  real 
terms,  which  takes  no  account  of 
actual  spending  ahead  of  inflation 

•  nearly  half  a  million  extra 
patients  are  now  treated  in  NHS 
hospitals.  The  newspaper  report 
points  out  that  these  figures  refer 
to  the  number  of  finished 
consultant  episodes,  not  patients. 
That  is.  in-patients  are  counted 
every  time  they  change  con- 
sultant or  speciality 

•  waiting  times  for  in-patient 
and  day  case  treatments  have 
dropped.  The  health  group 
counters  that  the  number  of 
people  on  waiting  lists  has  risen 
to  1.063.302.  The  Government 
has  altered  the  way  it  counts 
waiting  times.  This  is  now 
measured  from  the  date  the 
clinician  decides  to  admit  the 
patient,  delaying  the  decision  to 
admit  shortens  waiting  times. 
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New  POM 
to  Ps:  a 
qualified 
endorsement 

The  additional  POM  to  P 
preparations  that  could  be 
available  in  the  new  year  are  a 
welcome  continuation  of 
established  policy,  but  there 
are  many  minefields  before  all 
these  products  become  sure- 
fire OTC  winners. 

The  inclusion  of  Anusol  HC 
will  provide  a  welcome 
alternative  to  the  present 
haemorrhoidal  preparations, 
hut  at  what  price?  Anusol  HC 
ointment  wholesales  at  almost 
double  the  price  of  plain 
Anusol.  and  all  this  lor  0.25  per 
cent  of  hydrocortisone. 

The  Department  of  Health 
may  understand  Warner- 
Lambert's  explanation  of  this 
massive  cost  differential  but, 
once  subjected  to  the  OTC 
market,  I  suspect  the  public 
will  not  be  similarly 
sympathetic. 

I  am  sure  a  compromise  will 
soon  be  reached  and  that 
Anusol  HC  will  become  a  best 
seller,  containing  within  its 
achievable  premium  price  a 
profit  margin  that  properly 
reflects  my  professional 
responsibilities! 

Another  three  topical 
NSAIDs  have  also  been 
deregulated,  but  this  market  is 
a  different  ball  game  from  the 
easy  pickings  of  repeat 
prescriptions  because,  over  the 


counter,  the  customer  pays  the 
money  and  expects  results. 
With  such  an  overload,  1 
cannot  see  all  the  brands 
surviving.  However,  of  the  new 
entrants  Feldene  is  my  odds-on 
bet  for  long-term  success. 

( >l  the  other  products, 
Syntaris  is  a  useful  alternative 
to  Beconase,  Mucaine  will 
establish  its  own  niche,  and 
Adcortyl  in  Orahase  completes 
my  complement  of  effective 
mouth  ulcer  treatments. 
Regaine,  if  professionally 
marketed,  could  make  a 
welcome  addition  to  my  bank 
balance,  while  satisfying  many 
an  inflated  male  ego. 

But  what  of  Zantac?  All  I  can 
say  is  wait  and  see.  because  so 
far  I  have  not  been  impressed 
by  my  sales  of  1 12  inhibitors.

Seeing  red 
over  double 


repeats 


This  month,  I  have  received  a 
lovely  Christmas  present  from 
one  of  my  local  surgeries. 
Unilaterally,  it  has  decided  to 
double  the  standard  quantities 
prescribed  on  repeat 
prescriptions!  To  be  fair,  the 
policy  change  was  partly  made 
in  the  best  interests  of  the 
patient  but,  when  made 
without  any  flexibility 
or  consultation,  the  result  has 
been  pharmaceutical  chaos. 

I  have  seen  my  fees  halved 
but  my  stockholding  on  some 
slow-moving  drugs  doubled. 
Many  a  strong  word  has  passed 
between  me  and  the  practice, 
hut  so  far  to  no  avail.  My  fees 
are  not  its  problem  and  the 
GPs  are  not  prepared  to 
compromise  for  the  benefit  of  a 


sister  profession  whose 
contract  is  so  different  from 
their  own. 

Given  time,  1  expect  to  iron 
out  the  more  gross  prescribing 
anomalies,  but  it  does  locus  my 
thinking  on  the  archaic  nature 
ol  our  own  contract.

Spooning  ... 

Once  again  we  have  come  to 
the  end  of  another  year  of 
dramatic  change  in  pharmacy 
practice.

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migran  linked  to  chest  pain 


Imigran  (sumatriptan)  has  been 
linked  to  chest  pain  and  throat 
tightness. 

A  letter  to  The  Lancet  reports 
that  the  Australian  Adverse  Drug 
Reactions  Advisory  Committee 
has  received  114  reports  of  chest 
pain  or  tightness  associated  with 
sumatriptan  in  the  two  years 
since  its  Australian  launch. 

These  were  reported  four  times 
more  often  in  women  than  in 
men  (84:18)  and  were  more 
common  for  the  tablet  than  the 
subcutaneous  injection.  The 
Committee  has  also  received  28 
reports  of  throat  tightness  which 
were  much  more  common  in 


women  than  men  (26:2),  and  with 
tablets  compared  to  subcutan- 
eous injection  (22:6). 

In  about  a  quarter  of  cases  the 
description  of  the  reaction  or  the 
reporting  of  doctor's  comments 
were  found  to  be  "highly 
consistent  with  ischaemic  chest 
pain".  The  letter  claims  that  two 
women  who  suffered  chest  pain 
after  taking  sumatriptan  died, 
one  as  a  result  of  a  fatal 
myocardial  ischaemia  and  one  of 
cardiac  arrest. 

Glaxo  says  Imigran  has  been 
used  to  treat  over  32  million 
migraine  attacks  in  1.6m  patients 
and  has  not  been  established  as 


the  cause  of  any  death. 

The  company  admits  that  a 
feeling  of  tightness,  heaviness  or 
pressure  in  the  chest  region 
following  Imigran  administration 
is  experienced  by  3-5  per  cent  of 
patients.  However,  it  estimates 
the  number  of  cases  in  which  a 
direct  association  between  Imi- 
gran use  and  myocardial  isch- 
aemia cannot  be  ruled  out  to  be 
less  than  one  per  million 
migraine  attacks  treated. 

Glaxo  says  the  majority  of  cases 
where  ischaemia  due  to  Imigran 
cannot  be  ruled  out  are  in 
patients  with  pre-existing  cardiac 
disease  or  other  risk  factors. 


Lung  cancer  remains  a  risk 
for  ex-smokers 


Rest  better 
than  NSAIDs 

for  muscle 
and  soft 
tissue  injury 

Many  musculoskeletal  injuries 
and  acute  soft  tissue  inflam- 
mations do  not  need  treatment 
with  a  non-steroidal  anti-inflam- 
matory drug,  according  to  the 
latest  Drug  and  Therapeutics 
Bulletin. 

The  Bulletin  says:  "Rest, 
splinting  and  avoiding  aggrav- 
ating activities  may  be  sufficient. 
Where  practicable,  simple  meas- 
ures, such  as  application  of  heat 
or  ice,  should  be  tried  first  along 
with  paracetamol,  if  necessary." 

The  article  discusses  the  use  of 
NSAIDs  for  musculoskeletal 
disorders  and  offers  guidelines  for 
their  rational  and  safe  use.  The 
authors  agree  that  NSAIDs  are 
effective  analgesics  that  relieve 
pain  and  stiffness  in  a  wide  range 
of  acute  and  chronic  musculo- 
skeletal disorders,  but  add  that 
"wherever  possible,  simpler  and 
safer  treatments  should  be  tried 
first". 

Doctors  are  advised  to  "look 
critically  at  their  repeat  presc- 
ribing of  NSAIDs  and  regularly 
review  the  need  for  continuing 
treatment,  especially  in  elderly 
patients.  The  Bulletin  also 
suggests  stopping  the  NSAID 
periodically  to  assess  whether  it  is 
still  beneficial  to  the  patient. 

In  their  conclusion  the  authors 
say:  "Ibuprofen,  naproxen  and 
diclofenac  are  well-established 
drugs  that  come  out  relatively 
well  in  most  assessments  of  safety 
and  should  meet  most  patient 
requirements." 
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Ex-smokers  have  a  higher  risk  of 
developing  lung  cancer  than 
people  who  have  never  smoked, 
according  to  preliminary  re- 
search presented  at  the  British 
Thoracic  Society  winter  meeting. 
This  contradicts  previous  work, 
which  concluded  that  smokers 
who  gave  up  the  habit  could 
reduce  their  risk  of  lung  cancer  to 
that  of  lifelong  non-smokers  after 
abstaining  for  ten  years. 


Smokers  have  a  one  in  six 
chance  of  dying  from  lung  cancer 
compared  with  a  one  in  300  risk 
for  people  who  have  never 
smoked.  The  risk  for  ex-smokers 
is  now  estimated  to  be  eight  times 
greater  than  those  who  have 
never  smoked. 

However,  giving  up  smoking  is 
associated  with  immediate  falls  in 
the  risks  of  heart  disease, 
emphysema  and  bronchitis. 


Pulmicort 
inhaler  batch 
recall 

Astra  is  recalling  Pulmicort 
Aerosol  Inhalers  carrying  the 
following  batch  numbers:

The  company  says  the  recall  is 
a  precautionary  measure  as 
batches  with  these  lot  numbers 
are  showing  a  higher  than 
normal  level  of  degradation.  This 
is  due  to  a  specific  brand  of 
surfactant  used  in  the  manufact- 
uring process. 

Astra  stresses  that  there  is  no 
clinical  concern  regarding  the 
inhalers  in  terms  of  dose  delivery, 
safety  and  efficacy. 

Community  pharmacists  should 
return  stocks  of  these  batches  to 
their  wholesaler.  Hospital  phar- 
macy stock  should  be  returned  to 
its  supplier.  Replacement  stock  is 
available.

Unichem  alliance  to 
open  new  markets 


Unichem  has  formed  an  alliance 
with  five  European  pharma- 
ceutical wholesaling  groups  in  a 
bid  to  open  up  new  markets  and 
develop  over  the  counter 
medicines  in  Europe. 

The  joint  venture  company  is 
called  International  Pharmaceut- 
ical Service  Organisation  BV  and 
will  start  operations  in  the  new 
year.  The  partners  are  Unichem 
(UK);  Alliance  Sante  with  He  de 
France  Pharmaceutique  (France); 
ERPI  (France)  and  Alleanza 
Farmaceutica  (Italy);  ANZAG 
(Germany);  Galenica  Holding 
(Switzerland);  and  Sanacorp 
(Germany). 

IPSO  will  be  based  in  Holland, 
with  Jeff  Harris,  chief  executive  of 
Unichem,  as  chairman  of  the 
board.  The  chief  executives  of  the 
other  companies  will  also  join  the 
board. 

Mr  Harris  says:  "The  alliance 
will  open  up  new  markets  and  put 
a  greater  momentum  behind  all 
the  partners." 

The  venture  aims  to  develop 
efficient  European  distribution 
systems  in  terms  of  cost,  service 
and  quality.  The  group  will  also 
develop  services  to  the  50,000 
pharmacies  it  supplies. 

The  Organisation  will  be 
working  towards  three  goals: 
improving  distribution  from 
manufacturer  to  wholesaler; 
sourcing  and   using  its  joint 


buying  power  to  achieve  better 
pricing  on  non-prescription  pro- 
ducts, such  as  OTC  medicines 
and  dressings;  and  developing  the 
OTC  market  in  Europe  by  draw- 
ing on  expertise  from  the  UK. 

Mr  Harris  says  Unichem  will 
benefit  in  the  short-term  from 
sourcing,  but  in  the  long-term 
hopes  to  win  new  distribution 
contracts  in  Europe. 


"This  is  the  first  real 
opportunity  for  the  creation  of 
pan-European  distribution  agree- 
ments in  the  healthcare  sector. 
International  Pharmaceutical  Ser- 
vice Organisation  will  not  only 
address  the  current  and  future 
needs  of  pharmacies  and  their 
patients,  but  will  also  offer  a  vital 
service  to  the  pharmaceutical  in- 
dustry in  general,"  says  Mr  Harris.

CP  wins  Japanese  clinical  trial  contract 


CP  Pharmaceuticals  in  Wrexham 
has  won  a  contract  to  manu- 
facture clinical  trial  supplies  for 
Chugai  Pharmaceuticals  in  Japan. 
If  subsequent  clinical  invest- 
igations are  successful,  CP  may 
be  appointed  to  manufacture  the 
product  commercially  for  sale  in 
the  UK  and  for  export  to  Europe, 
the  US  and  Japan. 

The  Japanese  research  and 
development   company   is  in- 


vesting a  sum  in  the  "lower 
hundreds  of  thousands  of  pounds", 
according  to  Charles  Savage, 
chief  executive  at  CP.  The  deal  is 
also  expected  to  generate  6-10 
additional  jobs  in  Wrexham. 

CP  will  start  production  of  the 
ethical  product  early  in  the  new 
year  and  will  be  involved  in  the 
manufacture  and  validation  of 
the  trials  and  in  areas  of 
development  work. 


Mr  Savage  says:  "The  commer- 
cial deal  will  depend  on  how  well 
the  trial  is  completed  and  how  the 
new  product  performs  under 
practical  conditions."

Obituary 


Denis  Mawdsley,  chairman  of 
Mawdsley-Brook's  &  Co  Ltd,  the 
Salford-based  independent  pharm- 
maceutical  wholesaler,  died  at  his 
home  in  St  Annes-on-Sea  on 
December  7.  He  was  82  years  old. 
He  is  survived  by  his  wife  Doreen 
and  their  three  children. 

Mr  Mawdsley  joined  the  family 
business  in  the  1930s  and  was 
active  in  the  business  until  his 
death.  The  company  acquired 
Joseph  Brooks  &  Co  Ltd  in  1958 
but  it  was  not  until  1974  that  the 
two  companies  were  consolidated 
under  the  name  Mawdsley-Brooks

£1.25  million.  Annual  turnover  is 
now  stands  at  £75  million.  The 
company  is  the  UK's  leading 
independent  wholesaler  with 
depots  in  the  Midlands  at  West 
Bromwich  and  Sheffield  in 
Yorkshire. 

Mr  Jim  Salt,  managing 
director,  writes:  "The  news  of 
Denis's  death  was  received  by  his 
friends  and  colleagues  with  deep 
sadness.  Many  of  us  have  worked 
alongside  him  for  20-30  years  and 
will  remember  him  with  great 
affection.  During  his  years  as 
chairman  he  succeeded  not  only 
in  creating  a  highly  successful 
company  but  one  which  was 
regarded  by  all  of  us  who  were  a 
part  of  it,  as  a  'family'  business  in 
the  very  best  sense.  In 
partnership  with  the  Mawdsley 
family  we  will  take  the  company 
forward  with  the  new  generation" 


and  just  over  13,000  finished  in 
profit.  Mr  Manek  entered  28 
funds  and  18  finished  in  the  top 
50.  eight  in  the  top  12.  His  worst 
performer,  though,  was  11th 
from  bottom  and  finished  trading 
with  a  value  of  £1.31. 

Mr  Manek  admits  he  would 
probably  not  do  nearly  so  well  if 
he  was  investing  his  own  money, 
although  he  has  a  sizeable 
portfolio  of  stocks  and  options. 

Some  of  his  best  competition 
coups  came  from  making  astute 
'investments'  in  small  shares, 
sometimes  at  several  times  more 
than  the  stock  market  capital- 
isation of  the  stock  in  question, 
which  was  permitted  under  the 
competition  rules. 

Having  beaten  more  than  350 
City  professionals  at  their  own 
game,  it  might  be  thought  fund 
managers  would  be  pushing 
through  the  shop  door,  hut  Mr 
Manek  says  he  has  not  received 
any  approaches  yet.
